Lewis’ 
pressure and g one 
down the line for Roosevelt. 
Hillman 
raised 
the roof about the Ford 
order. 
He was Told 
that the need for plane 
eng ines was pressing , that until 
new 
plants 
were in operation, the g overnment was com­ 
pelled to g et eng ines anywhere it could. 
Hill­ 
man accepted the explanation, but warned that 
the m atter was not to be considered a prece­ 
dent. 
Also, he q uietly set about trying to ef­ 
fect an ag reement between Ford and the Auto 
W orkers. 
Then, last week, he suddenly discovered 
that ag ain 
unknow n to him, the army had 
g iven Ford another order. 
This time Hillman

The National Labor Relations Board 
has rendered six decisions ag ainst Ford, one 
of which already has been upheld by a U, S.

blacklisting , has himself been put on a blacklist. 
He has been barred from taking out any 
books from the Washing ton Public Library be­ 
cause of refusal to pay a fine of 80 cents for 
keeping books beyond the two-weeks period.

Dimaggio, hitting brilliantly i n , 
the late season when pitchers nor- | 
mally are the toughest, also ha d ' 
the longest hitting streak of the 
y ear for the league, going through 
23 games without getting the bane 
of all batsmen, the “horsecollar.” 
Among Dimaggio’s 179 hits for 
the y ear were 31 home runs, one 
more than his 1939 total. 
He also 
had a total base figure of 318 and 
made 28 doubles and nine triples. 
His batting mark , however, was 
29 points under the brilliant .381 
which gave him the 1939 batting 
crown. 
Boston and the pennant winning 
Detroit Tigers tied for the club 
batting title at .286, with the Yan­

Along with Schmidt, who had 
just finished his seventh y ear at 
the Buck ey e helm, went Ernest 
R. Godfrey , line coach since 1929; 
Sidney Gillman, end coach; Fritz 
Mack ey , freshman coach; Eddie 
Blinck le, 
back field 
coach, 
and 
Gomer Jcnes, center coach. Mack - 
, ey will be retained as baseball 
coach, while Blinck le stay s on as 


assistant bask etball mentor. 
During his seven y ears here, 
Schmidt’s team won 39 games, 
lost 16 and tied one. 
He won 
the Western Conference title in 
1939. finished in a tie for the 
crown on another occasion, was 
fourth four times and six th once. 
The Buck ey e “wolves” started 
howling as the Buck s wound up 
the 1940 campaign by dropping 
a 40 to 0 decision to Michigan, 
the worst defeat in 35 y ears for 
an Ohio squad. 
Interspersed with 
the usual squawk s following 
a 
Michigan defeat were charges of 
dissension in the coaching rank s, 
friction between the coaches and 
play ers, and hints that the great­
